This tale contains a number of romantic and exciting characters like the wealthy and beautiful dancer Vasantasena 
who loves the noble but impoverished merchant Charudatta, and Vasantasena’s faithful slave Madanika who is loved 
by the brave Sharvilaka, who in turn is involved in the usurped Prince Aryaka’s struggle to regain his kingdom, 


Mrichchakatikam literally means a “clay cart”, It refers to the toy cart that Charudatta’s son plays with. The play 
depicts a sufficiently advanced society. The political theme and secular treatment gives this play contemporary 
relevance. Vasantasena has been translated into English and French and successfully produced in its English version 
in the USA.
